Taft is gradually but sys ematically 
establishing a censorship over gov­ 
ernment information. One departm ent 
after another is 'being muzzled. The 
eensorization is ‘being done as se­ 
cretly as possible. It has just 'become 
known that In an official order dated 
Nov. 'lo, 1909, and signed by George 
Otis Smith, director of the United 
States 
Geological 
Survey, 
the fol­ 
lowing was issued as one of the new 
rules to be enforced against repre­ 
sentatives of he press: 
‘'Rule 2. 
That no interview shall 


* 2 granted without securing from the 
person soliciting the same a promise 
that he will, before submitting the 
material to his publication office, pre­ 
sent a copy of his m anuscript to the 
director for approval; and, further, 
tha: in case any such promise is vio­ 
lated, the incident shall be made a 
m atter of record, and further inter­ 
views shall be denied to the person 
guilty of such violation.” 
So far as 1s known, nothing so 
drastic as this in the way of press 
censorship has ever been attempted 
before In America- 
The last government “prosecution” 
of the beef tru st in Chicago was far­ 
ds!, as all those newspaper scribes 
who were on the scene will testify. 
Though there was plenty of evidence 
to show that the tru st had conspired 
to regulate the price of meat, every 
newspaper writer on the job had 
beea given . to .understand from tfja 
day the trial opened that the pack­ 
ers had been given ‘im m unity baths” 
and that in the end the cases would 
be thrown out of court. This proved 
to be the fact. One of the incidents 
of the trial was the placing of a 
HOO bill in the over coat of each 
newspaper reporter covering the case. 
The m atter being called to the at­ 
tention of the court, Attorney Brown 
one of the counsel for the packers 
arose and explained that the money 
had- not beet! distributed with the 
desire to influence in any way the at­ 
titude of the press. “We simply in­ 
tended the money to be a sort of 
Christmas present for the boys,” said 
Brown. Federal Judge Humphrey ap­ 
peared convinced the money was giv­ 
en in a true holiday spirit.

Wireless Signal on the Seas Saves 


Entire Crew from Another 


Disaster. 


•New York, 'Feb. 5.—Thanks again 
to the wireless and the international 
distress signal, “S. O. S.” the most 
urgent call that can be sent by any 
craft, Captain Moore and his crew 
of forty-six men are safe on board 
the Mallory liner Alamo, bound Cor 
Key 
West, 
while their vessel, the 
steamer Kentucky, is at the bo tom 
of the sea off Cape Hatteras. 
It 'is another case of a disaster 
averted by wireless and told to the 
world by the same medium. The Ken­ 
tucky, a ‘wooden vessel of 996 gross 
tonnage 
and 
203 
feet 
long, 
was 
bound from New York to the 'Pacific 
to carry passengers between Tacoma 
and Alaska ports for the Alaska- 
Pacific S earn.-hip company. 
The first news of the Kentucky’s 
distress was received at the Unit­ 
ed Wireless company’s 
station 
at 
Cape H at eras at 11:30 o’clock this 
morning. There the operator heard 
the “S. O. S.” quickly followed by 
this message: 
‘'We are sinking. Our latitude Is 
32.10, longitude 76.30.” 
Call Is Answered. 
Almost simultaneously the opera­ 
tor heard the steamship Alamo re­ 
spond to the Kentucky’s call for help, 
informing Captain (Moore 
that 
the 
Alamo was making all speed to the 
sinking 
vessel’s 
assistance. 
There­ 
after no message was received from 
the Kentucky, indicating that water 
had Interfered with the power, put­ 
ting her wireless apparatus 
out 
of 
commission. 
. The navy department at 'Washing­ 
ton in the meantime flashed -wieless 
messages along the Atlantic coast, 
dispatching the battleship -Louis ana 
and two revenue cutters to the scene, 
but at 5 o’clock this evening word 
came from the Alamo that she had 
arrived -first and had taken off all 
hands in safe y.
